Heirs as aforeſaid, by theſe Prefents do give and

Example of many other Corporations, they ſurren- 
dered all their Charters, Franchiſes, and Privileges 
to the King, by a formal Deed, under their Com- 
mon Seal: And after this was obtained from them, 


His Majeſty incorporated them anew, by granting 
the foliowing Charter, viz.

1685. graciouſly deſiring the Advancement of Our Town 
of Tpfwich, in Our County of Suffolk, and wil- 
ling that for the future there may and ſhall be, 
within the aforeſaid Borough, one certain and in- 
dubitable Method for keeping the Peace, and 
for the good Regimen and Government of the 
People there; and that the Town or Borough a- 
foreſaid hereafter for ever may be and remain a

WareREas We are informed, that ſeveral Deeds 
of Surrender, which have been lately made, by ſe- 
veral Corporations and Bodies corporate of and in 
Our Cities and Towns within Our Kingdom of 
England and Dominion of Wales, of their Charters, 
Franchiſes, and Privileges, are not yet recorded, or 
enrolled : And that upon the Proceedings and Rules 
for Judgment, which have been lately had upon 
the Quo Warrants, or Informations in Nature of a 
Quo Warranto, Judgments are not yet entered upon 
Record; whereupon, notwithſtanding new Charters 
have been granted in the Reign of Our late dear 
Brother, and in Our Reign, which ſaid Deeds be- 
ing not enrolled or recorded, do not amount unto, 
or in Law make any Surrender of the Charters, 
Franchiſes, or Liberties therein mentioned; and 
ſuch of the ſaid Corporations or Bodies Politiek a-

vented. If any Doubts ſhould ariſe, concerning the 
Validity of it at this Day, it is ſufficient to obſerve, 
that the Deed of Surrender on which it was found- 
ed was illegal, and therefore all that had been 
built on the ſuppoſed Validity of that Surrender, 
muſt fall of Courſe: And as the ancient Charters are 
again revived, and put in full Force} by them, and 
them only, are the Burgeſſes of 7pſwich to be go- 
verned. It is worthy of Remafk, that the ſame 
pernicious Clauſe that was intended to complete 
their Slavery, and rivet their Chains the cloſer, 
proved, in the Event, the Means of looſening and 
diſſolving them, The Freemen of Ipſwich have 
Reaſon to rejoice for this Providential Eſcape; their 
Caſe was then ſo deſperate, that nothing leſs than 
Providence could relieve them. The preſent Bur- 
geſſes of the Corporation have the Happineſs of 
living in better Times; they cannot now loſe their 
Liberties, unleſs it be by their own Fault; yet, Pru- 
dence will always require, that they ſhould be upon 
their Guard. 

Since the Revolution, no Attempts have been 
made for diſſolving Corporations, or none that have 
been attended with Succeſs, except in the Caſe of 
Colcheſter. And though this is no more than a ſin- 
* gle Inſtance, as it is ſo near your Neighbourhood, 
it ought to alarm you Freemen of Ipſich the more. 
If any one, or more Perſons, that were principally 
concerned in hunting that Corporation down it any 
of the Aſſiſtants or Friends of ſuch Perſons; if any 
that approve and applaud that Meafure, have gain- 
ed any Footing in your Corporation, and been 55 
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ward to take the Lead amongſt you; What Security 


can vou have, that the like will not be done at J 


wich, that was done at Colcheſter ? bY: 

It is certain, the Continuance of your Liberties, 
the good Government of the Town, and the equal 
Adminiſtration of Juſtice towards the Poor as well 
as the Rich, depends, in a great Meaſure, upon the 
proper Choice of your principal Magiſtrates. In 
chooſing theſe it ſhould always be remembered, that 
no Perſon can execute the Office of Baili f, as it 
ought to be executed, unleſs he be reſident amon 
you. Your Predeceſſors were fo ſenſible of this, 
that many Inſtances might be produced, by which 
it would appear, that they would not ſuffer ſo much 
as a Port-man to continue fuch, if he removed his 
Reſidence from the Town. No Buſineſs of any 
Conlequence ought to be tranſacted, relating to the 
Corporation, without the Authority of a Great 
Court, At theſe every Freeman has an equal Right 
to aſſiſt. If theſe are frequently called, and the Bu- 
ſineſs of the Corporation be properly laid before 
you; then, every Freeman will have his proper 
Weight, in managing the Borough, in diſpoſing of 
its Revenues to the beſt Advantage, in examining 
the Accounts of your Officers, and in ſeeing that 
the large charitable Funds that have been given to 
you, be rightly and faithfully applied.
